MAJOR M’KINLEY SPEAKS OF ATLANTA 


The Political Situation as Received in Wash- 

'  ‘{ington--News of Interest from 

‘the National Capital. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., August 23.—[Special.] 
Democratic approval here of the president’s 
message, on the fisheries question is of an en 
thusiastic character. To the large majority 
of both senators and representatives, the mcs- 
gage came as a surprise. The senate adjourned 
without hearing it, but it was read in the 
house and listened to with profound attention. 

The president, as usual and with character- 
istic force, has hit the nail squarely on the 
head. He takes a firm and even anageressive 
staid in the champjonsbip of American inter- 
ests, and he makes it a duty of congress now 
t~ strengthen his arm and clear his path for 
intelligent action. The observation is made 
on every hand that he shows a mastery of the 
subject and has exposed the carelessness and 
superficiality of the republican majority of the 
senate. 

The supplemental legislation, as fixed by the 
president, of congress is such as must be com- 
plied with. The retaliation act of 1857 is gen- 
eral in terms. Non-intercourse with Canada 
is commanded to a degree, but the whole mat- 
ter is left to the president’s discretion. He 
found, however, that any steps’ taken under 
that act would be certain to prove of more in- 
jury to Americans than to the Canadians. He 
therefore has asked for specific legislation by 
which, if retaliation is to be resorted to, it 
may prove hurtful only to Canadians. The 
president’s argument with regard to article 29 
of the treaty of Washington is thought to be 
unanswerable by the best democratic lawyers 
in congress. None of them doubt. tliat 
the through transit clause expired in 
1885, with the termination of the fisheries 
articies of the treaty, and allof them marvel 
at the position taken by the republican sena- 
tors in their report on that point. The pres- 
ident of course put the responsibility, though 
not in express terms, on the senate for the 
consequences of the course it has made it nec- 
essary tor him to pursue, His own choice was 
another course. He caused a treaty to be 
negotiated, honorable and business-like in 
scope and character, covering the whole ques- 
tion, and the senate rejected it, and 
did so in a spirit of partisan anger 
and imperiousness, and at the same 
time gave out that negotiations were not in or- 
der. It as much as said that the only course 
that would be acceptable to it was that of ex- 
treine retaliation. The president, thercfore, 
takes it at its word and points out the best 
method by which retaliation may be practiced. 
He desires first of all to apply the law with 
least damage to our people,'and that he could 
not do under any general policy of non-inter- 
course for the reason that the business inert- 
course between the people of the United States 
and Canada along the northwest boundary 
line is as intimate, and, except for 
the tariff laws, as uprestrained 
as that between the people 
of any two states in the union. The Canadians, 
however, can be reached through the stoppage 
of their through transit office, in which the 
United States has no material interest, and by 
takiig tolls from their vessels passing through 
American locks. 

Acting Chairman McCrary, of the foreig 
affairs committee of the house, has called a 
meeting of the committee for Monday next, 
and a bill will be at once framed and reported 
in accordance with the president’s sugges- 
tions. 


M’KINLEY ON ATLANTA. 

Major McKinley arrived from Atlanta to- 
night and left for Chio. Upon being asked 
about his trip and reception, he said; 

‘‘My visit to Atlanta was a most interesting 
one. The generous hospitality of the people 
was every where and in every way manifested. 
I was deeply impressed with the progressive 
spirit of the people of Atlanta. They are full 
of push and enterprise. Their beautiful city, 
with parks, schools and colleges, 
factorics and workshops, is a striking 
evidence of what earnest and intelligent 
efforts can aceomplish. They accorded me a 
hospitable welcome and an attentive and gen- 
erous hearing; Icould not have had better 
treatment in any city in Ohio. They are 
deeply interested in the industrial question, 
and are giving it thorough consideration. 
They are concerned about the material de- 
velopment of the south. They have witnessed 
the marvelous advancement of New 
Engiand under the protective policy. 
They have natural resources, raw 
material of almost every description in 
abundance and their progressive men are in- 
tent upon their development. They fee) that 
they need protection, even more than those 
sections of the union which have reached a 
higher state of industrial development, and 
unless I mistake their temper, they will insist 
upen a fiscal policy which will secure it.’’ 

WILL LOOK AFTER THE MONEY. 

It will be remembered that President Cleve- 
land did not sign the river and harbor bill, and 
the reason given was that there were anumber 
of items in it which he could not approve, al- 
though he was not willing to veto the act on 
account of the many meritorious provisions it 
contained. It is now within his power to de- 
termine whether ornot he will expend the va- 
rious sums appropriated for the several spec- 
ified improvements meniioned in the act 
which he has net approved. He has 
the high republican authority and precedent 
of the late President Grant for so doing. 
President Grant never hesitated when he 
doubted the policy of making a certain river 
and harbor improvement to direct the secre- 
tary of war to abstain from making that im- 
provement. It is uadersioood that President 
Cleveland intends to pursue a similar policy 
with the present river and harbor bill and re- 


quire the secretary of war to omit expendi- | 


tures for improvements not of a public and 
necessary character. 
CAUSE OF THEM DELAY. 

The republicans of the senate being unable 
to agree upon a tariff bill are attempting to 
explain their delay by the statement that the 
bill is about completed, but that they will not 
report it until after the publication of the 
president’s letter of acceptance. They assign 
as their reason for their policy that Mr. Cleve- 
land desires to see their bill before issuing his 
letter and they ean afford to wait longer 
than he. 

ME. BURNS SUSTAINED. 

As predicted in these dispatches yesterday, 
Mr. Springer sustained the point of order 
made by Mr. Burns against the incorporation 
Of the lrench spoliation claims in the appro- 
Ppriation bill. When Mr. Dibble appealed from 
the decision of the chair, Messrs. Barnes, Cle- 
meénts, Grimes and Turner, of the Georgia 
delegation, voted to sustain the chair. Al- 
though no quorum could be secured, Messrs. 
Blunt and Crisp did not vote. It will hardly

DEPOSITS IN SOUTHERN BANKS. 

The statement of the treasury department 
in response to the resolution of Senator Sher- 
man calling for a report of all money in de- 
posit in the various national banks to the credit 
of the treasury, shows that only two banks in 
Georgia hold any such deposits. They are the 
Gate City National bank of Atlanta, which 
holds $107,675.90, and the Merchants’ National 
bank of Savannah, which holds $44,930.15. 
As a security the treasury holds $100,000 in 
United ‘States bonds from the former and 
$50,000 from the latter. 

In Sonth Carolina, the First National bank 
of Charleston holds $350,000, the People’s 
National bank of Charleston, $100,717; the 
bank ef Charleston National association, $110,- 
000, and the National bank of Greenville, 
$182,500, 

In Alabama the City National bank of Sel- 
ma holds 8190,70, the First National bank of 
Birmtingham $500,000, and the national bank 
of Huntsville $49,000. , 

WILSON LOSING NO SLEEP. 

Congressman Wilson, of West Virginia, is 
not especially alarmed by the spectre of Steve 
Elkins’s candidacy against him in his district. 
He says thatif Mr. Elkins was nominated it 
would be recognized by the people that it was 
to be a boodle campaign, and this and Mr. 
Kiikins’s non-residence would react against 
him. Mr. Elkins, aceording to the speeches 
that he is sending out,lives in New York. 
Mr. Wilson doubtsif Mr. Elkins gets the nom- 
ination at Friday’s convention. There aro 
two other republicans actively contesting for 
it. Mr. Elkins, if nominated, would make a 
tremendous effort to win. Lut Mr. Wilson is 
not afraid to try the issue with him before the 
people.

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HAVE THEY BEEN MURDERED? 


Mysterious Disappearance of Two Mormon 
Biiders in Alabama. 
BinmMiIncHam, Ala., August 23.—[Special.1— 
News coimes froin Clay county, in the eastern 
part of the ctate, of the mysterious disappear- 
ance and sfipposed murder of two Mormon 
elders, Davis and Weaver, -who have been 

preaching in that section for some time. 

Mormon missionaries have been working in 

and have 
made many converts. They: established a 
flourishing mission station and have met with 
littie opposition until quite recently. Most of 
the converts made have been women and they 
were hurried off to Utah. 

A short time ago, one of these converts 
wrote a letter from Salt Lake City to relatives 
in Clay county. The leiter told a terrible 
story of the horrors of a iife of polygamy and 
the outrages to which the writer and other 
Alabama converts had been subjected. 

This aroused the people of Clay county, and 
the Mormon elders were ordered to Jeave, but 
they refused to obey the order. The feeling 
against them among the better class of citi- 
zens was stirred to fever heat last Sunday, 
by a baptising conducted by Elders Davis and 
Weaver. It is said that these elders took sev- 
eral converts of both sexes toa mill pond and 
taking them into the water in a perfectly nude 
condition immersed them in the presence of 
about fifty people, 

When this became known throughout the

neighborhood many threats against the Mor- 


inon elders were made. Monday night a body 
of masked men went to the house where Elders 
Davis and Weaver were boarding and ordered 


them to leave the county within twenty-four 


hours. Itis said the elders defied the crowd, 
and the next morning started alone for the 
neighborhood of Lineville to hold services at 
the house of aconvert, and since that time 
they have not been seen or heard of, but it is 
generally believed they have been murdered 
and their bodies concealed by the indignant 
citizens of the county. | 


Lightning's Fatal Flash. 


Bartrmore, Md., August 23.—The captain 
of the steamer Mason L. Weems, which pass- 
ed down the Rappahannock river during the 
storm of Tuesday afternoon, reports that when 
the storm came up the members of a colored 
Baptist church were gathered at Carter's 
Wharf, Va., witnessing an immersion.

WILL PROTECT THE AMERICANS 


Full Text of Tlis Able Message to Congress— 
His Methods of Bringing Canada 
and Engtand tu Terms. 


Wasutneron, August 23.—The president 
sent to congress today a message relating to 
the failure to confirm the fisheries treaty. The 
senate adjourned before the message was read. 
The house heard it read. The full text of the 
message is as follows: 

Tne rejection, by the senate, of the treaty lately 
negotiated for the settlement and adjustment of 
the diferences existing between the United States, 
aml Great Britain concerning the rights and privi-! 
Jeges of American fishermen in the ports and waters; 
of British North America seems to justify a survey? 
of the condition to which the pending question is 
thus remitted. The treaty upon this subject, con- 
cluded in 1818, through disagreements as to the 
meaning of its terms, has been a fruitful source of 
irritation and trouble. Our citizeus cugaged in 
fishing enterprises in waters adjacent to Canada 
have been subjected to numerous vexatious imfer- 
ferences and annoyances; their vessels hare 
been seized upon  preiexts which 7 
peare i to be eniticely inadmissible, 
and they have been otherwise treated by Cauadian 
authorities and : flicixisin a manner inexcusably 
barsh and oppressive. 

The conduct has been justified by Great Britrin 
and Canada by the cJaim that the treaty of 1818 per- 
mitted itand upon the ground that it was necessary 
tox proper protection of Canadian inierests, We 
deny that treaty agreements justify these acis, and 
wesg gfurther maintain that, aside from any 
trealy restraints, ofthe disputed interpretation rel- 
ative to the positionsjof the/United States and Canada 
as near neighbors, the growth of our joint eom- 
merce, the development and prosperity of both 
countries, whie: anivable relations surely gnaran- 
tee, and, above all, the Liberality always extended 
by the United States to the people of Canada, 
furnished motiyes for kindness and consideration 
hicher and better than treaty covenants. 

While keenly sensitive to all that was exasrer- 
atiny in the condition, and by no means indi>posed 
tosupnrort the just complaints of our injured citi- 
zeus, I still deemed it my duty for the preservation 
of umportant American interests which were 
directiy inyolyed. and in view of all details of the 
situation, to attempt by negotiation to remedy the 
existing wrongs and tofinally termivate by’tair and 
just treaty these ever-recurring causes of diilicuity. 
I fully believe that the treaty just rejected by the 


\ senate was well suited to the exigency, and that its 


provisions were adequate for our. seen- 
rity in future from the vaxatious 
incidents and for the promotion of friendly 
neighborhood and intimacy, without sacrificing in 
the least our national pride or dignity. lam quite 
eouscious that neither my opinion of the value of 
the rejected treaty nor motives which prompted its 
hegotiation are of importancein the light of the 
judgement of the senate thereupon; but it is of im- 
portance to note that thistrcaty has been rejected 
without any apparent disposition on the part of the 
senate to alter oramend its provisions, and with 
evident intention, bot wanting expression, that no 
nezoliation should at present be conchided toucnh- 
ing the matierat issue. The co-operation uecessa- 
riiy for the adjustment of the long 
standing national differences with whieh 
we have to deal, by methods of confer- 
ence and agreement, having thus been declined, 
Lam by no means disposed to atandon the interests 
and rights of our people in the premises, or to 
negicet their grievauces; and I therefore turn to the 
contemplation of a plan of retaliation 
as a mode, which § ill remains, of 
treating the situation. Iam not unmindful of the 
gravity of the responsibility assumed in adopting 
this line of conduct, nor do I fail in the least to ap- 
preciate the serious conse jnence. It will be im- 
possible to injure our Canadian neighbors by retatli. 
atory measures withoutinilicting some damage open 
our own citizens. This resuits fron: our proximity, 
ur community of interest, and the inevitable eom- 
li f business enterprises which have been 
ial activity.

evident propriety as well as an invitation to moral 
support tound in visiting upon the offending party, 
the same measure or kind of treatment of which we 
complain, and as far as possible within same lines, 
and above all things, the plan of retaliation, if en- 

tered upon, shoulil be thorough and vigorous. 

Tiese considerations lead me at this time. to in- 
vake the aid and counsel of congress and its sup- 
port in such further grant of power as Seems tome 
necessary and desirable to render effective the poli- 
cy I bave indicated. 

Congréss has elready passed a Jaw, which re- 
ceived exccutive assent on the third day of March, 
1587, providing that in case Amcrican.ftishing vesgels 
being or v.s.itingin the waters, or at any of the 
ports of the British dominions of North America 
should be, or lately had been, deprived of 
the rights to which they vere entitled 
by treaty or law, or if they were 
denied certain other pr.vileges thercin specified, or 
vexed and barrassed in the enjoymentot same, the 
president might deny to vesselsand their masters 
and crews of the British dominions of North Amer- 
ica any entrance into the waters, ports, or harbors 
of the United States and also deny entry into any 
port or place ot the United States ofany product of 
raid dominions, or other goods coming from said 
dominion to the United States. While l shali not 
hesitate, upon proper oecasion, to enforce this act, it 
would seem to be unnecessary to suggest that if 
such enforcement is limited in such manner as 
shall resnit in the least possible injury to our own 
people, the effect would probably be entirely inude- 
quate tothe accomplishment of the purpose de- 
sired. 

I decmit my duty, therefore, to call the attention 
uf congress to certain particuiar inaction of the au- 
thorities of the Dominion of Canada i 
addition to the generel allegations already 
mace which appeur to beth such marked contrast 
to the jiberal and friendlv disposition of our coun- 
try as in my opinion, to call for such legislation as 
will, upon tLe principles already stated, properly 
supplement the power to inaugurate retaliation 
already vested In the executive, Actuated by the 
generous and neighborly spirit which has charac- 
terized our legislation, our tariff laws have, since 
1866, been so far waived in favor of Canada as to 
allow freeof duty the transit across the territory of 
the United States of property arriving at our ports 
and destined to Canada or exported from Canada 
to other foreign countries.

Ineans the period during which “article eighteen to 
twenty five inclusive and article thirty, commoeniy 
Catted “fishery articles,’ should continue iv ferce un- 
der language of said article thirty-three.”’ 

That the joint high commissioners who nogotiated 
the treaty so understoodand intended that: phrase 
is Certain, for in a statement containing an acconnt 
of their negotiations, prepared undef their super- 
viston and approved by them, we find the fallowing 
entry on the subject: 

‘The transit Question was discussed, and it was 
agreed that any scttlement that might be made 
should include a reciprocal arrangement in that re- 
gpect for the period for which the fishery articles 
shotild be in force.” 

In addition to this very satisfactory evideneg sup- 
porting this construction of the language of ariicle 
29, it will be found that the law passed by c@neress 
to carry the treaty into effect furnishes condiusive 
proof of the correctness of such construction... This 
law was passed March 1, 1873, and is entitled “An 
act to carry into effect the provisions of the treaty 
between the United States and Great Britain, signed 
in the city of Washingion the 8th day of May, igil, 
relating to the fisheries,”’ 

After providing in its first and second section for 
putting in operation articles 15 to 26 inclusive, 
and article 30 ofthe treaty,-the third section is de- 
voted to article 29 as foliows: 

“section 3—That from the date of the president's 
proclamation authorized by the first section of this 
act, and so longas articles eighteen to twety-five 
inclusive, and article thirty of said treaty shali re- 
main in force according totbe terms and condi- 
tiops of article thirty-three of said treaty. all goods, 
wares, and merchandise arriving, etc., ete. e 
Following in the remainder ofthe section the pre- 
cise words of the stipulation en the partof the 
United States as contained in article 29. which I 
have siready fully quoted. 

Here, then, is a distinct enactment of congress 
limiting the duration of this article of the treaty 
to the lame that articies 18 to 25 inclusive, and arti- 
cle 80, should continne in foree. Thatin fixing 
such limitation it but gave the meaning of tbe 
treaty ifse!f is indicated by the fact that its purpose 
is declared to be tocarry into effect the provisions 
of treaty; and by further fact that tiis law ap- 
pearstobave been submitted, before the promul- 
gation of the treaty, to certain members of the joint 
high commission representing both countries and 
met with no objection or dissent. 

There appearing to be no conflictor inconsistency 
between the treaty and the act of cougress Iast 
cited, ft’s not necessary to invoke the well settlled 
primetple that in case of such conflict, the statute 
goyerms the question. Inany event, and whether 
thé daws of 1873 construes the treaty or governs it, 
section twenty-nine of such treaty, | have no doubt- 
terminated with the proceedings taken by our gov. 


| @mimentto terminated articies eighteent to wenty- 


five inelusive and article thirty of the treaty. Those 


-priceedings had there inception tn the resolution of 
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congress passed May 3, 1883, declaring that in the 
judgment of congress these articles ought to be ter- 
minated, and directingthe president to give the 
notice tothe government of Great Britain provided 
for in article 33 ofthe treaty. Such notice having 
been given two years prior to the first 
}885, the articles mentioned were absolutely 
nated on the last named day, and with them a 
29 was also terminated. If by any language used in 
the joint resolution it was intended to relieve see- 
tion three of the act of 1872, embodying article 29 of 
the treaty, from its own limitations or 
to save the article itse f, am  ¢n- 
tirely satisfied that the intention miscarried. 
But the statutes grauting tothe people of Canada 
the valuable privileges of transit for their goods 
from our ports and over our soil, which had been 
passed prior to the making of the treaty of 1571, and 
independentiy of it, remained in force, and ever 
since the abrogation of the treaty and notwithstand- 
ing the refusai of Canada to permit our fishermen to 
send their fish to theirhome markets through her 
territory in bond, the people of that dominion has 
enioyed without diminution the advantages of our 
liberal and generous laws, Without basing our 
complaint upon the violation of treaty obligations, 
it is nevertheless true that such 
sal of transit and other injurious acts which 
re been recited, constitute a provoking insistance 
on the rights neither mitigated by the amen- 


es of national intercourse vor modified by the _ 


cognition of our liberality aud generous -consid- 
vation. ‘The history of the events connected with 
lis subject makes it manifest that the Canadian 
government can, if so 1, administer 
its laws and ~protect the interesis of its 
reople without the 
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manifestation of 
unfriendiisess and. without unneighborly treat 

ment of our fishing vesseis of which we had justly 
complained; and whatever is done‘ on our part 
should be done in the hope that the disposition 
of tfe Canadian government may remove the ocea- 
sion of resort to the additional executive power now 
sought through legislative action. 

Iam satisfied that upon the principles which 
should govern retaliation, our intercourse and rela- 
tions with the dominion of Canada furnish no bet- 
ter opportunity for its application than is suggested 
Ly the conditions herein pre-euted; and that it 
could not be more effectively inaugurated than un- 
der the power of supervision recommended. 

While I bave expressed my ciear conviction upon 
the question of continuance of section 29 of the 
treaty of 1871, Lofcourse fully concede the power and 
aqty ofthe congress,in contemplating legislative 
action, to construe the terms of any treaty stipula- 
tion which might, upon any possible consider#fon 
of good faith, limit such ‘action, and likewise the 
pecttiiar propriety in. the case here presented of its 
interpretation of its own language, as contained in 
the laws of 1878, putting in operation the said treaty, 
and of 1883 directing the termination thereof. And 
itin the deliberate judgement of congress any re- 
straint to the proposed legislation exists, it is to be 
hoped that the expedieucy ofits early removal will 
be recoznized. 

I desire also tocall the attention of congress to 
another subject, involving such wrongs and unfair 
trea ment to our citizens as, in my opinion, require 
prompt action. The navigation of the great 
lakes and the immense businessand carrving trade 
growing out of the same, have been treated broadly 
and liberally by the United States government and 
made free to all mankiad, while Canadian rui!roads 
and navigation companies share in our country's 
transportation upon terms as favorable asare acord- 
ed to our own Citizens. The canals and other pub- 
lic works builtand maintained by the government 
along the line of lakes are made free toall, Incon- 
trast to this condition, and evincing the narrow 
and ungenerous conrmercial spirit, every 
lock and canal which is the public work of the 
Dominion of Canada is subject to tolls and charges, 

By article twenty-seven of the treaty of 1871, pro- 
vision was made to secure to the citizens of the 
United States the use of Welland, St. Lawrence and 
other canals in the Dominion of Canada, on terms 
of equality with the inhabitants of the dominion, 
and to also secure to the subjects of Great Britain 
the use ofthe St. Clair Flats canal on terms of 
equality with the inhabitants of the United States. 
The equality with the inhabjtants of the dominion 
which we were promised in the use of the canals of 
Canada didn’t secure to use freedom from tolls in 
their navigation, but we had the right to expect 
that we, being Americans and interested 
in American commerce, would be no more bur- 
dened in regard to the same than Canadians en- 
gaged in their own trade; andthe whole spirit of 
concession made was, or should have been, that 
merchandise and property transported to an Amer- 
ican market through these canals should not be en- 
banced in its cost by tolls many time. higher than 
such as were carried to an adjoining Canadian 
market. All our citizens, producers and consumers, 
as well as yessel owners, were to enjoy equality 
promised. 

And yet evidence has for some time been betore 
congress, furnished by the secretary Of the treasury,

instance are the same to all; suth vessels and car- 


| goes as‘are destined to certain Cavadian ports are 


. allowed a refund of nearly the entire tol 
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is, while 
those bound for American ports are not allowed any 
euch advantage. 

To promise equality, and then in praciice make 
it conditional upon our vessels —— Canadian 
business instead of their own, is to fulfill the prom- 
ise with the shadow of performance. 

I recommend that such legisiative action be taken 
as will give Canadian yessels navigating our canals 
and their cargoes, precisely the advantages granted 
to our vesselaand cargeesj;upon Canadian canals, 
and that the same be measured by exactly the same 
rule of discrimination,

THE MAILS ALL RIGHT, 

Postmaster Clark appeared before the com- 
missioners and stated thatthe mails are once 
more going and coming a!1 right, and local ar- 
rangements for fumigating the mail working 
splendidly, though prepared ina remarkably 
short time. It was a natural consequence that. 
the mails would be somewhat confused during 
the panic, but the panic in Florida was not 
the only one; it existed at Savannah and 
Charleston as well as here, and those scared 
people actually declined to allow mail, not 
only from Florida, delivered, but from south- 
west Georgia. Tor ten days Florida mails all 
liad to go to Waycross to be fumigated before 
they could be forwarded to proper destination. 
This, through the city postmaster, has been so 
arranged as to fumigate all mails sent from 
here for Florida points instead of at Waycross. 
The following item from the Charleston World 
was read and denied in toto by Mr. Clark: 

t is reported that the government has refused to 
pay for fuod of volunteer mail cierks who fumiga- 
ted the mails at Jacksonville, and that the expense 
very unjustifiably falls on the public-spirited clerks. 

Mr. Clarke stated that this is without the 
least foundation in fact whatever. It probably 
was intended to refer to the city fumigation 
station, the employes of which had made some 
complaints relative to not being provided with 
meats, but through the efforts of Judge Jones 
this has also been attended and is working all 
right. The government pays mail clerks sutfti- 
cient to provide for their food, and hence it is 
unnecessary for the government to furnish it 
to them. 

THE SOUTH FLORIDA QUARANTINE. 

Much hard criticism is indulged in by the 
merchants at the action of the south Florida 
board of health in forbidding the running of 
the DeBarry line of steamers and permitting 
freight to enter over the Jacksonville, Tampa 
and Key West railway. This is regarded as 
done in the interest of the Charleston and 
Savannah merchants, who can slide goods 
into Florida, past Jacksonville back doors. 

In the auxilliary meeting yesterday, Dr. T. 
O. Summers made a complaint against J. Ram- 
sey'Dey, city undertaker, that he had neglected 
the proper care of the dead. Mr. Dey pub- 
lished the following card in the Evéning 
Metropolis tonight:

I take the same notice of 
it as the lion did on meeting a pismire full of grief.

The paper had hardly appeared on the 
street when Summers repaired to Mr. Dey’s 
office and proceeded tothrash him. He had 
got in several good blows when Dey’s wife 
threw herself between the belligerants and 
received an accidental blow on the arm from 
Summers’s fist.

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THE TATTOOED AGAMEMNON, 
The Man of Maine Talks Protection in His 
Own State. 

BANGOR, Me., August 23.—Mr. Blaine ar- 
rived here today and was escorted to the resi- 
dence of Hon. L. A. Boutell by uniformed 
clubs, accompanied with bands.

His speech was written, and he evidently 
confined himself closely to the manuscript 
which he had in hishand. A slight hoarseness 
was noticeable during the latter part of the 
speech. | 

In the course of his speech Mr. Blaine said: 

The beuificent effect of protective tariff! can 
even better illustrated by the recent history and de- 
ve'opment of the sonth than by progress of the 
north, By the census of 1860, seventy-one years 
after the tederal government was organized, the 
southern state, or to describe them more accurately, 
the slave holding states of the union, had 
acquired property amounting in the aggre- 
gate to six thous¢nd, eight hnndred millions 
of dollars and one third of this total 
amount, or certainly overtwo thousand millions of 
dollars, was reckoned as the value of* negro slaves. 
Eleven of these states went into the rebellion, at 
the end of which they had lostthe institution of 
slavery with all of its assured money value. They 
had used up four annual crops for war purposes 
they .had lost all their ready mon and 
their stocks; they hadlost a quarier million of 
the youth of their land and bad disabled 
as many more, They had subjected all their fair 
and becoming section to the blightingand devasta- 
ting influence of the sword to as great a degree as 
seven years had afflicted Prussia or the Napdleonte 
struggle had France. Coming out of the war in 
1865 defeated, discouraged, almost destroyed, the 
southern per ple set to work, under the influence of 
protective system, made good two thousand million 
dollars which they had lost in 
slaves, repaired the ravages and damages 
of war, and in the short space of fifteen years they 
had acquired, by the census of 1830, twenty-one 
hundred million dollars of property, more than 
they had possessed by the census of 1860. Ifthe 
tinancial and industrial condition of the south could 
be ascertained today, they would be found to have 
two ania halfto three times as much property as 
they had on that dreadful day when they rashly 
fired on Sumter.

Adoption of Resolutions—Mr. Walsh Ex- 
plains Why a Ram RKRacker's Com- 
munication Was Not Published. 


Aveusta, Ga., August 23,—[Special.]— 
Nearly a thousand men assembled in mass 
meeting at the courthouse at noon today in re- 
sponse to the call of Chairman Harper, of the 
executive committee. The call for the meet- 
ing recited the following fact: 

Whereas, a dispute has arisen as to which set of 
delegates were properly elected by the democrats of 
Richmond county in July, 1888, to the state and 
senatorial conventions; and, whereas, it is necessary 
for the harmony and welfare ot the party that this 
dispute should be promptly settled, and the demo- 
crats of thé county being the proper authority and 
having ful) power to do so; therefore be it 

Resolyed, That a mass meeting of the democrats 
of Richmond county is hereby calied at the court- 
house, at 12 o'clock, on Thursday, August 23, 1888, to 
decide the question. 

Dr. George H. Winkler, was elected chair- 
man; L. B. Evans, secretary. Hon. Patrick 
Walsh made a ringing address, congratulating 
the democrats on the splendid turnout, referr- 
ing to the dispute which grew out of the re- 
cent mass meeting, and declaring that his only 
object in the whole matter was to preserve the 
integrity of the democratic party and to con- 
tend for democratic methods. He said Rich- 
mond county has had no candidate in the field 
for ‘senator, and has none today. It was pro- 
posed in the event of a certain contingency, 
that if delegates to the senatorial convention 
should agree upona fair rotation system, and 
if they decided that Richmond county was en- 
titled to the nomination, that then,“and in that 
contingency alone, Richmond county would 
have a candidate for the senate.

A SOLDIER'S STORY. 


How He Took Quinine and Didn’t Take Yel- 
low Fever. 
From the Dawson Ga., News. 

In the month of July, 1864, the Fifth Geor- 
gia regiment, confedrate army, was station- 
ed at James [sland, near Charleston,} 8S. C. 
During that month the regiment was ordered 
to Charlston, to take charge as a guard, of 10,- 
000 prisoners who had been removed from 
Andersonville to Charleston. At that time, 
the yellow fevertwas raging in{[Charleston with 
some violence. The federal prisoners, in 
charge of the regiment, were located at the 
Washington race course, sitvated between the 
Ashley and Cooper rivers, and about one and 
one-half miles from the the city proper. Asa 
safeguard aguinst the men of the regiment tak- 
ing the fever, it was ordered that at surgeon’s 
call, which was sounded at an early hourin 
the morning, each company of the regiment 
was to be marchedfto the surgeon’s jtent, and 
a dose of quinine administered to each mem- 
ber, and besides this, strict orders were pro- 
mulgated against any member of the command 
going into the city before sunrise or after sun- 
set. With many of the soldiers, the system 
was thoroughly cleansed by taking doses of 
castor oil, before taking the quinine. 

The regiment remained fully a month, with- 
in¢cannon shot of the main portion of the city, 
while the fever was raging in an epidemic 


four men of the regiment were stricken down 
with the disease, the result no doubt of their 


| own imprudence in visiting the city after night 


fail. 

All of these soldiers died, and sad to say, 
one of them, Archie Nall of company B. 
(Griffin Light Guard) was one of the victims, 
a boy of not more than eighteen years of age, 
but as gallant a soulas ever wore the gray. 
During the day, when the sun was fully up, 
the men of the regiment walked the streets of 
Charleston, utterly indifferent to all fear of 
the fever. Buta few months before, the Fifth 
Georgiarezgiment had campaigned it among 
the mountains of north Georgia, and now un 
acclimated, they passed through the terrible

mayor's office at 5 o'clock last evening. The 
railrowis were represented by the following 

Belknap, general manager 
the ( ontral system: D. W. Appler, general 
agent of the Central; R. A. Anderson, superin- 

pdewt of the Western and Atlantic; A. B. 

Ostick, assistant superintendent, J. L. 
Dickey, assistant general freight agent, of the 
Western and Atlantic; E. A. Werner, agent of 
the Georgia road, and E. P. Black, local agent 
of the Western and Atlantic. Mayor Cooper 
was present at the meeting, but took no 
part in tle discussion, which took a rather 
wide rauge and brought out the fact that the 
railroads were willing to do their part toward 
gecurt¢ less obstruction to travel at the rail- 
goad crossings of Atlanta’s principal streets. 

Aldcrman Haas, chairman of the committee, 
called the meeting to order, stating the infor- 
mation of the railroad men who had 
not been present at the former 
meeting of the committee, that at a recent 
meeting of the council Mr. Woodward had in- 
troduced an ordinance tending to restrict the 
gwitehing of trains across certain streets in 
(Atlanta to certain hours of the day. Contin- 
ying his explanation,j/Mr. Haas said °

iterested and notify them that a special 
ommitice had been appointed to Investigate 

d report upon the ordinance.

Mr. ii. A. Anderson, superintendent of the 
Western and Atlantic, who took a lively in- 
terest in the discussion of the situation, started 
the hall. He said that the time proscribed in 
the ordinance during which the shifting and 
awitching of cars would be permitted would 
be ruifious to his road under the present cir- 
cumstances.

This was a statement with figures in it and 
met with no reply, except from Major Bel- 
knap, who took the opportunity to state that 
his road did not switch cars on the street 
crossings. 

“Oh, well,’' said Alderman Haas, “‘if you all 
agree to switch in the yards and not obstruct 
the street crossings, that settles the whole 
matter.’’

Then the committee unanimously remarked 
that they had invited the railroad men to be 
present at their previous meeting, . imti- 
mating rather broadly that time had been lost 
by their failure to respond. 

‘“‘As for myself,’’ said Major Belknap, ‘I 
will state that 1 received no notice or invita- 
tion to the previous meeting, and I came to 
thisone without any invitation, of my own 
vOlition.”’ 

Alderman Haas again refered to the fact 
that he had instruct the clerk to send invi- 
tations and understood the matter had been 
attended to. 

Councilman Woodward mildly insinuated 
that the suggestion of postponement were be- 
coming monotonous and thought that the mat- 
tersunder discussion had been put off too 
many times. ‘“‘Itistime to do something,”’ 
he said, and it was plainto be seen that he 
meant it. 

Alderman Haas took occasion to remark 
that this matter had been agitated ever 
since he hadlivedin Atlanta, and that cov- 
ered a period of twelve years.

And with a little further talk about a For- 
syth street bridge and bridges in general, on 
motion ef Councilman Amoreus, the meeting 
adjourned to meet in three weeks. Lhe ad- 
journment was taken with the understanding 
that some difinite action would be taken at 
that time, and the situation grows more hope- 
ful.

EIGHTEEN MEN KILLED. 
—— ee 
A Boiler Explodes and the People Are 
Buried in Ruins. 

MILWacker, Wis., August 23.—A special 
from Neenan, Wis.,treceived at 11:30 o’clock 
last night, said: *‘The paper mill owned by 
George Whiting, situated on the island be- 
tween this city and Mehasha, was destroyed by 
fire. While the burning structure was sur- 
rounded by a crowd of spectators the battery 
of the boilers exploded. The roof and walls 
were thrown out, sending a shower of bricks 
and timbers among the spectators. 

} Eighteen persons were killed, seven fatally 
injured and a number seriously burt, several 
ef whom will die. 

The mill was a three story structure, built 
four years ago at a cost of $100,000, and was 
operated dayand night. When the flames 
broke out about fifty men were in the build- 
ing. The fire alarm brought several hundred 
people to the spet, whe crowded as close to the 
burning building asthe intense heat would 
permit. While the building was a mass of 
flaines an explosion occurred without warning. 
The roof of the buflding was thrown upward 
and outward. The wallsof brick crambled 
and crashed into the street, and in an instant 
scores of men were buried by beavy debris. 

There was a moment of silence and then a 
cry of horror went up from the multitude. The 
first strong impulse to fly from possible further 
danger was soon overcome, and hundreds be- 
gan the work of recovering the bodies of the 
dead and rescuing the wounded. 

Body after body was found, crushed and 
mangled by the great timbers almost beyond 
recognition, and all-were removed to the city 
hall, while the injured were carried to neigh- 


boring residences o r their home as soon as 
their identity was established.

TO DEFEND THEIR RIGHTS. 


A Bill te Empower the President to Carry 
o Out the Ideas of His Message. ; 


WaAsHINGTON, August 23.—In the house, to- 
day, the reading of the president's message 
was listened to with profound attention. At 
its conclusionthe democrats burst into ap- 
plause. The speaker referred the document 
to the committee on foreign affairs, Mr. Mc- 
Creary, of Kentucky, seeuring unanimous 
consent to report from that committee on the 
subject at any time. 

Mr. Wilson, of Minnesota; immediately 
offered the following bill, which was referred 
to the committee on foreign affairs: 

An act to empower the president more effectually 
to carry out the purposes of an act entitled, ‘‘an act 
to authorize the president to proteet and defend the 
rights of American fishing vessels, American fish- 
ermen, American trading and other veasels, in cer- 
tain cases, and for other purposes,’’ approved March 
3, 1887,and to authorize the president to protect 
American interests against unjust discrimination in 
the use of canals in the British dominions of North 
America: 

Be it enacted, ete,, that whenever the president 
may deem it his duty to exereise any of the powers © 
given to him by an act entitled “an actto protect 
and defend the rights of American fishing vessels,” 
etc., it shall be lawful for the president, in his dis- | 
cretion, by proclamation to that effect, to suspend 
tn whole or in part the transportation of goods, 
wares and merchandise imported or exported from 
any foreign country, except Canada, in bond and 
without payment of duty toer from the British 
dominions iu North America across the territory of 
the United States, 

Sec. 2. Whenever the president shall be satisfied 
that thercis any discrimination whatever in the 
use of the Weliard canal, St. Lawrence river canals, 
Chambley canal, gr either of them, whether b 
toils, drawbacks, réfund of tolls or otherwise, whic 
isormay be detrimental to the interests of the 
United States, or any of its citizens, it shall be law- 
fultorthe président, in his d.scretion, to issuea 
proclamation to that effect, whereupon there 
siiali be collected a tol! -of twenty 
cenis per ton wpon every forefgn vessel and her 
cargo passing through either Sault Ste. Marie canal 
or Saint Clair Flats canal, and the secretary of the 
treasury may autborize and direct any of the cus- 
toms officers to collect the tolls levied under this 
act. The president, when satisfied that such dis- 

.crimination has ceased, may issne his proclamation 
to that effect in bis discretion, whereupon the tolis 
authorized by this act shall no longer be collected. 

Sec. 3. The secretary of the treasury is authorized 
to mae any regulations reedfal to carry this act 
into effect,

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Good Reading for the Toughs. 

If the New York dailies cannot use bet- 
ter judgment than they displayed in their 
account of the hanging of Dan Lyons, the 
sooner the law prohibiting the publication 
of the details of an execution goes into 
effect the better it will be for the morals of 
the public. 

Lyons was a typical tough. He was a 
good-looking young fellow, and a streak of 
cleverness in his make-up enabled him to 


win and hold the friendship of his associ- 


ates. He was allowed by his widowed 
mother to run the streets, and grow to man- 
hood without learning a trade, and as a 
natural consequence he fell into bad com- 
pany, and took the downward path. He 
got into the habit of carrying a pistol in his 
hip pocket, and one day when he had no 

tification for the deed he coolly and de- 

berately killed a man. 

The murderer died game, and our metro- 
politan contemporaries attempted to outdo 
each other in their eulogistic description of 
his calmness and courage. We are told 
that Lyons wasa picture of manly beauty, 
and that he made his preparations to die 
and marched to the gallows without a 
tremor. An editorial in one of the papers 
asked whether the young man’s serenity 
was due to his nerve, tothe consolations of 
religion, or to mere brute stolidity, and 
wound up by giving the credit to religion, 
The dead man’s sister was quoted as saying 
that he ‘‘died game,’ and the declaration of 
his mother that he was ‘“‘the only man of 
the family’’ was carefully recorded as a part 
of the literature of this interesting occasion. 
Several editors made the point that no hero 
fighting for a good cause could have met 
death more bravely, and ‘expressed regret 
that Lyons had been so unfortunate as to 
drift into a criminfil career, when under fa- 
yorable conditions he might have made a 
useful citizen. 

Now, allthis stuff makes good reading 
for whyos, hoodlums and toughs, It fills 
them with a genuine admiration for men of 
the Lyons stamp, and causes them to con- 
template the gallows as the fittest mode of 
exit from the world fora youth of spirit and 
dash, It cheapens human life in their esti- 
mation, and excites a crazy desire to figure 
in the prisoner’s dock as the sensation of the 
hour. - . 

The enforcement of the new law against 
the publication of such matter will have a 
good effect. When a murderer knows that 
he must meet hisdoomin private, with no 
newspaper reporter by his side to write 
down his last words, and describe his ap- 
pearance, his punishment will be doubly 
severe, and in nine cases out of ten he will 
break down. His sympathizing friends be- 
yond the prison walls will be left to guess at 
the incidents and details of the execution, 
and the secrecy thrown over the ghastly 
affair will make it appear all the more hor- 
vible to them. 

Some of the New York papers declare in 
advance that they will not obey this law. If 
they defy it they should be punished. It is 
awiselaw. Itisin the interest of good 
morals, and should be enforced.

An Iniquitous System. 

On three separate occasions the members 
of the general assembly of Georgia have 
united in demanding the repeal of the inter- 
nal revenue system at the hands of congress, 

and there can be no doubt that these reiter- 
ated appeals were based, not only ona 
knowledge that the system is undemocratic 
and un-American in its operations and re- 
sults, but on the fact that it is opposed to 
the sense of justice that ought to reside in 
the breast of every intelligent citizen. 

The system, as it now exists, is the inven- 
tion of the republican party, and is infa- 
mous inallits parts. It has been demon- 
strated that under its operations there is an 
increased revenue going into the treasury 

* every year, and an increased revenue means 
increased production, and increased produe- 
tion means increased consumption, This 
increase is mainly in the matter of whisky. 

The illicit distiller is caught and run into 
Jail, but the licensed distiller carries on his 
business right in front of the publie and in 
the local option counties. If he js big 
enough and important enough he becomes 
an honorary member of the w hisky ring 
and he appears to have more substantial ar- 
guments than any of the temperance orators. 

Tre CONSTITUTION has frequently shown 
how unjust and iniquitous the operations of 
the law have become, but nothing it has

ville, South Carolina, The facts were em- 
bodicd in a special telegram from Charles- 
ton, printed in yesterday’s edition, but they 
will bear recapitulation here. 

It is stated that over five hundred wit- 
nesses, summoned to testify in cases under 
the internal revenue laws, are in attendance 
on the United States court at Greenville, 
and their condition is described as pitiable 
in the extreme. - The large majority of 
these witnesses, including the grand jurors, 
are Without means of subsistence. They 
have no money and no credit, and they can 
mot procure lodging. The foreman of the 
grand jury stated to the judge, that neither 
he nor his colleagues had tasted food for 
twenty-four hours. 

Our special telegram describes the situa-

' witnesses, who scck refuge there rather 
| than starve, and the others are living out on 
z the by-ways begging or stealing. But this 
_ 4snotall. The witnesses are poor men who 
_ have been carried hundreds of miles from

tion of an unjust and unnecessary law. 
_ The most of them have families to provide 
for and crops to take care of. Living in

when they are forced awit From home to 
give eviders€e, either for or against the gov- 
ernmer¢, they suffer thémselves, their fami- 
lies siffer and their crops suffer; and all for 
the purpose of adding to the surplus that al- 
‘ready exists in the treasury. 

This is one of the results of the iniqui- 
tous internal revenue system.

Some Doubtful States. 

Minnesota, lowa, Michigan and Califor- 
nia are by no means certain republican 
states. 

Indeed, there is a strong probability that 
more than one of them will work its way 
out of the republican column in the presi- 
dential election. The republicans realize 
the fact that they have a more uncertain 
campaign on hand, to hold these states, 
than they have had since the organization 
of the party. They are contesting every 
inch of ground, and the energy which they 
have heretofore expended in states which 
they considered doubtful, is now being de- 
voted in part to these states which are as 
doubtful todayas New York, New Jersey, 
and Conneticut were two years ago. 
Chairman Brice, of the democratic execu- 
tive committee, openly declares that Cleve- 
land and Thurman will carry a majority 
of these states. The republicans will, of 
course, not admit that their strength in 
these states has decreased, but the intensi- 
ty of the effort which they are making to 
hold them is a certain indication that they 
are convinced that it will take harder work 
to carry them this time than ever before. 

Chairman Brice considers the prospect of 
democratic victory in Iowa particularly 
bright. Indeed, his satisfaction at the out- 
look in that state is such as to warrant him in 
openly claiming it for the democrats. The 
republicans are badly divided among them- 
selves, and the democrats are more united 
than they have ever been. There has been 
a constant decrease in the republican vote 
of the state since Garfield carried it by 
70,000 majority. Blaine carried it by only 
17,000 majority, and in that period the 
democratic vote increased over 50,000. 
Chairman Clarkson, of the republican 
national executive committee from Ohio, 
has sounded the alarm to the republicans of 
the state, and admits that it can no longer 
be considered certainly republican. 

To say the least of it, the situation in 
Iowa augers well for the democracy. Even 
if it loses the state it isa wonderful evi- 
dence of the growth and strength of the 
party to find a state which only a few 
years ago was the banner republican state 
of the union, so closely divided as to be 
doubtful. It simply means that Iowa will 
fall into the democractic column in a short 
while and that other western states will 
join it. 

Chairman Brice is now making a trip 
through those of the western states which 
he considers doubtful, and is confident that 
he will return with cheering news. Let us 
hope so.

The Railroads and the Melon Crop. 
Tue CONSTITUTION has had much to say 
about the railroads and the melon crop; 
and the whole argument is thus briefly 


stated by the Boston Herald: 

The southern watermelon crop is above the aver- 
age, but the lion’s share of the profits on the fruit 
seems to reach somebody else’s pockets besides the 
growers’, THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION gives a 
statement of the sales of twenty-seven car loads 
lately shipped north, and the prices they brought 
were above the average of the season, Of the 
$4,679 received for the watermelons the railroads 
took $3,345, leaving $1,384 for the southern plant- 
ers. 

This presents the matter in a nutshell. 


Now the question arises, can our Georgia /( 


melon-growers continue in the business of 
planting for the northern market, if the 
railroads are unwilling to give them the 
benefit of rates which will at least allow 
them to pay expenses and live respectably ? 

The melon-growers cannot afford to give 
their time and money to a business which 
only results {fi profit tothe railroads. If 
the railroads show a disposition to allow a 
just apportionment of the proceeds of the 
crop, the melon-growers will plant more 
extensively than ever, and the result will be 
equally advantageous to the planters and 
the railroads. If, however, the railroads 
propose to maintain the present standard of 
rates by which the planters are prevented 
from realizing enough to barely pay run- 
ning expenses, it will be much _ better for 
melon-growers to quit the business and de- 
vote their energy to something else which 
would be more profitable.

Their com- 
mercial methods bring them money that would 
never have come into their pockets if they had

A COMPLICATED CASE.

Justice Russbottom Acknowledges That He 
Can Hardly See His Way Clear in It. 
From the Albany Times. 

Our esteemed friend, Justice Russbottom, 
has sent us a short recital of a case on which he is 
adjudicating, and which contains some interesting 
particularsand perplexities ofthe law that even 
more learned disciples ef jurisprudence may be 
pleased to cousider, 

One Jonas Bench, a reputable young gentleman of 
dude characteristics from the metropolis, was pay- 
ing clandestine attention to Miss Malvina Clutter- 
buck, the beautiful daughter of one of Green coun- 
ty’s most substantial farmers, and in the course of a 
delicate coqueting match atthe Clutterbuck gate 
on Thursday night, Mr. Bench being outside on the 
roadway and Miss Clutterbuck being inside, a bull 
tossed Mr. Bench over the fence, where Mr. Clut- 
terLuck kicked him. The case before Justice Russ- 
bottom consists of a complaint against Farmer Clut- 
terbuck for assault, a demand fora process by 
which the ownership of the bull may be ascertain- 
ed in order that a suit for damages may be institu- 
ted by Mr. Bench, and a counter charge of trespass 
against Mr. Bench by Mr. Clutterbuck, because of 
the young gentleman’s entrance upon his grounds at 
the time the bull tossed him. The learned justice ad 
mits that the case somewhat puzzles him, 

As to the assault by Farmer Clutterbuck, the jus 
tice has given to the young man an informal opin- 
ion that a city beau must expect to take his life in 
his hands when he goes clandestinely courting 4 
mountain girl, and he’s but a recreant lover who 
resorts to the courts for redress for any bodily in- 
convenience arising from his own lovemaking. He 
cites all the traditional precedents in romance and 
history to show that the lover who succeedsis the 
only lover with whom the world or lawor society 
will have the slightest sympathy, and that inj the 
cas2 of Mr. Bench, it were better that he bandaged 
his wounds in silence and sat for daysin arnica and 
humility, than that heshould expose himself to 
tocomtempt and ruin by asuit. He thought that if 
the young man should cease his visits to Miss Clut- 
terbuck, and proceed no further in his process rela- 
tive to the ownerof the bull, the case against him 
offorcible entry into Mr. Clutterbuck’s grounds 
might be compromised, The justice is waiting to 
hear the young gentieman’s reply before proceed- 
ing to extremities, 

“As to the Lull matter,’’ writes the justice, ‘I am 
constitutionallybound (in my view ot duty and ac- 
cording to a literal construction, for Iam a literal 
construction democrat) not to take any action atall 
owing to personal interest in the result of the case. 
The fact is, it’s my bull, and he’ll wait till—fora 
long time, before I decide in my own case against 
mystlf.”’

They will remain open until 5.o’clock thig 
afternoon. Tomorrow morning at 9 0’clock 
they will be open again and at 5 o'clock {Oe 
morrow afternoon they will be closed. And: 
so on every day (Sunday excepted) unti 
22d day of September, when the Saute nt 
closed for good. 

This arrangement is deemed an excellent 
one, and nobody can complain, for ample time 
is given every elector in Fulton county to 
qualify himself for exercising the election 
franchise. Todo this he must register. The 
best man in the county will not be allowed tq 
vote if he fails to register during the prescribed 
time; the worst man in the county may cast 
his ballot if he secures a registration certificate, 

Citizens of all grades are prone to procrastie 
nate. They think they havea month before 
them in which to go before the registrar and! 
qualify themselves to vote and they put it off. 
from day to day. Finally, when the books 
shall have been closed, and it is too late, the 
will realize what their delay has cost them,‘ 
They will find themselves disqualified and be. 
reft of the highest privilege of American citi-' 
ee of exercising the elective fran- 
chise. 

But there is no reason why any man in the 
county should thus lose his right to vote, 
Warning is hereby given, and it behooves 
every voter to heed it. 

This is not an “off year’? in politics. Ims 
portant elections will be held.

Breathe.” 

It, like all of his lectures, is a series of ex- 
periments from beginning toend. Many of 
the experiments are of a sort not common in 
lecture work, such as Auzout’s verification of 
Torricelli’s discovery of the weight of the air 
to support a column of mercury or water, the 
illustration of the fact that a liquid cannot 
exist in a vacuum, the freezing and boiling of 
ice and water in the same. tube 
at the same time, the heat- 
ing of ice and camphor gum without 
being able to melt them and especially the re- 
cent developments of the atmosphere as a 
heat and light screen, as revealed by Professor 
Langley’s bolometer.. Many experimentsare 
made to illustrate that weight of the air on each 
person’s body is about fifteen tons; a surface 
covering of lead of equal weight with the air 
would be a little over five feet thick; the 
water on the earth, is only there by reason 
of the pressure of the air, and were it re- 
moved would disappear; late investiga- 
tions have proved the intensity of the heat of 
the sun’s rays to be twice as great as formerly 
supposed, and yet if no air was here to reflect 
it and hold it to the surface of the earth, we 
should have a temperature of about forty de- 
grees below zero; if it were not for the resist- 
ance of the air, also, every drop of rain falling 
would have the force of a bullet and carry sure 
death to any living creature it struck ; were it 
not for the air the sunlight would appear blue, 
ip rays being slowed down by passing through 
it.

A concert by Professor Case, the choir, Vi- 
tali, Fanuelli and Rogers band is programmed 
for 3 p.m.,and at night Dr. De Motte gives 
his third lecture on ‘The Sounds We Hear, 
and How We Hear Them.” 

The theory of sound has received new inter- 
est of late to the general public from the oppoe 
sition given by some to the so-called wav- 
theory. Professor De Motte shows by a series 
of rapidly executed platform experiments that 
no other theory yet proposed will bear the test 
of careful laboratory experimentation, and 
that nothingin science is clearer than the 
ability of the wave theory to account for the 
various conditions of sound. Many new and 
brilliant experiments are made, such as the 
projection of the Lissajou’s curves, the 
Chiadin’s figures, and especially the Tisley's 
harmonograph. The lecture closes with Edi- 
son’s new phonograph. 

These lectures are of great value and should 
be heard by large numbers of peope. The mu- 
sic alone is worth all the trip costs.

SIDNEY ROOT’S CURIOSITIES. 


The Wonderfal Work Accomplished In 
Building Up Grant’s Park. 

Notiemng an interesting collection of  histori- 
cal curiosities in the office of the park commis- 
sion, THe ConstTITuTIon reporter inquired as 
to their destination. 

Commissioner Sidney Root explained that 
the opposing armies had distributed their 
souvenirs of the late war so profusely about 
Atlanta that mary tonsof shot, shell and 
minnie balls bad been gathered and sold as 
junk after Lee’s surrender. Most of these 
mementoes were resold to the north, and now 
grace the galleries and cabinets of the north. 

‘When the Grant park was begun five years 
sinee,’’ said Major Roct, “‘I conceived the idea 
of saving some of these things with the hope 
of one day founding a museum in the park. 
You will notice that these specimens range 
from the French two pound ‘‘sabat’’ shell, to 
the twenty pound confederate round shot. 
They, some fifty in number, have been dug up 
and presented to the park within about twelve 
months. Our people were careless about such 
matters; in fact, they wanted to forget the 


war,’’ 

‘Well, are these things dangerous ?”’ 

“Not atall. Many of them are loaded with 
bullets and powder. They are percussion 
shells, which, falling in soft ground, did not 
explode, and, having been buried over twenty 
years, are comparatively harmless. Still,’”’ 
said Mr. Root, as he thumped a ma ters | pound 
parrot sheil, “if you were to hit this fellow on 
the head with a sledgehammer he might hurt 
your feelings.”’ 

“I wish you would tell me something about 
the proposed museum.”’ 

“You know ] am very ambitious about the 
park and have recommended such a museum 
in my reports, but there has been a great deal 
of rongh work todo, which has absorbed the 
appropriations; but,’’ said Mr. Root, ‘it will 
come. I remember when I went to New York 
after the war, there were no art or scientiiic 
eollecrions in that city, except those in private 
houses or in colleges. Since that time the superb 
Metropolitan museum and the American So- 
ciety of Natural History have splendid build- 
ings in Central park, with col- 
lections which are only surpassed 
by the great musetims of Europe. Why, 
in the vast hails of the latter you will find 
many cases marked as ‘The Jones Collec- 
tion.’ These contain Indian relics from 
Georgia, which were sold to the museum by 
Mr. C. C. Jones, of Augusta, only because we 
in Georgia manifested no interest in such mat- 
ters. Something over ayear ago an herbarium 
of 47,000 specimens—the largest in the south— 
which, after years of labor, an accomplished 
botanist had collected from the flora of the 
south, was offered to the park, provided we 
would suitably house and care for this great 
collection. A large number of Indian curiosi- 
ties have also been offered, and 
from what I have learned, I _ have 
doubt that we can easily get very 
many contributions which will illustrate 
At the 
which will not only be interesting to visitors 
but valuable as an educator.”’ 

‘‘What would be the probable expense ?” 

“It would require at least $5,000 for a build- 
ing. I think areduced copy of the old capitol 
in Milledgeville should be erected on Milledge- 
villé avenue as a historical souviner of old 
Georgia. I have been down to the former 
capitol and secured photographs, measure- 
inents, etc. 

‘‘What do you propose in the future for the 
park ?”’ | 

“T quite coincide with the views of Mr. Piror- 
mus Bell, as recently expressed in Tuk Con- 
STITUTION, and indeed had in a measure an- 
ticipated them in having the flora classified.

The entrance is on 
Mitchell street. The steps are broad and the 
ascent gradual. There is a space about twelve 
feet square at the top of the -stairs, which is 
floored with pretty tiles of various colors. The 
open hall is fourteen feet wide, and extends 
from the front doortothe other end of the 
building. The ceiling and corridors are of 
native Georgia pine, hard finished and varn- 
ished. The height of the ceiling is about 
fourteen feet. On the leftof passage way is the 

wincipal’s room, which is 25x32 feet. In the 
bods of this are wash rooms and cloak rooms. 
On this floor are four spacious school rooms, 
also the superintendent’s office, which will be 
used for meetings of the board of education, 
and :asmalicr private office, with closets at- 
tached. The larger office is 25x26 fect, and 
the smaller one is 17x23 feet. The ceiling 
is high and the panels are handsomely finished 
in pine. 

There are two wide stairways leading from 
the first floor to the second ftioor. The steps 
are broad and the ascent is easy. The second 
floor contains four large rooms for classes, a 
cloak room and'‘several closeisand wash rooms 
and a hall which will be used as a library. 
The dimensions of this room are 25 by 43 feet. 
These rooms are finished like those below. 
Along the walls of the recitation rooms are 
slate pannels so arranged as to make a black- 
board which runs along the four sides of the 
chamber. This slate is the finest quality. 

Three stairways connect this floor with the 
third story. The arrangements for ingress 
and egress are exceptionally good, and there 
never can be anything like a panic, even if 
the house should be crowded from bottom to 
top. 

The exhibition hall is spacious, and is excel- 
lently arranged. It covers the entire building. 
its dimensions are 100 by 96 fect. he roof is 
arched gracefully, rendering the accoustics all 
that could be desired. There is not one pillar 
or post in the hail, and nothing to obstructa 
view of the stage. ‘The platiorm is erected in 
the rear of the hail, and is capable of seating 
about one hundred persons. In the ceuter of 
the stage isa lectern. The seating capacity of 
the hall is about fifteen hundred persons. ‘The 
windows are plentifui, affording an abundance 
of light and excellent ventilation. Indeed, the 


admirably ventilated and lighted. 

A spiral stairway leads from the ball to the 
cupalo. Here we getafull view of Atlanta 
and the surrounding country. The rooting is 
the finest ever done in Atlanta. The newly- 
patented tin shingles have been used. They 
are both neat and durable 

The house is heated throughout by the fa- 
mous Ruttan Smead system. It is also ventil- 
ated by the same process. Wari air is used, 
aiid in é@ach room fresh air registers are fixed, 
so that under no circumstaneés can the tem- 
perature rise above eighty-five degrees in win- 
ter. The evil consequences of i}]-ventillated 
and too hot chambers are thereby obviated. 
This is the only building in Atlanta in which 
this system is used. 

Messrs. Bruce & Morgan designed the 
building, and Mr. John P. Bishop, the con- 
tractor, superintended personally every part of 
the work.§The completeness of details and the 
admirable character of the work are due to his 
close attention. 

Messrs. Warlick, Wingate & Mell fut- 
nished allthe galvanized iron and tin, and 
this work was done by them, under the con- 
tractor’s direction. The vainting was done by 
Mr. Gueiling, and Mr. Bishop had the plaster- 
ing done himself. The building was begun 
abouta vearago. Its cost is $55,000; that is 
the building and its equipments cost this sum. 

A distinguished educator, connected with 
the public schools of St, Louis, went through 
the building and was pleased with it in every 
respect. He asked how much it cost and was 
told. He could not repress ‘his astonishment, 
andsaid: “Such a building as this would 
cost in St. Louis, Chicago, or most any other 
city, at least seventy-five thousand dollars, 
not counting the cost of the land.
